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PREFACE 

The  compiler  of  the  facts  entering  into  the  following  gene¬ 
alogy  decided  to  make  a  collection  of  these  facts,  in  1917,  and 
began  in  a  general  way  to  get  an  outline  of  the  various  families 
that  have  descended  from  Jonathan  Cheathem  Corley,  who  was 
his  grandfather,  and  later  decided  to  make  a  record  of  each 
family  and  of  each  member  thereof,  if  possible. 

Some  families  were  found  willing  to  co-operate  by  giving 
cheerfully  the  required  facts  about  their  families,  but  others  were 
averse  to  giving  any  information  whatever.  This  has  added  very 
greatly  to  the  labor  of  gathering  and  classifying  these  facts. 
Considerable  search  was  necessary  to  even  locate  certain  families ; 
but  I  believe  all  families  have  been  listed  in  their  proper  order 
and  a  full  record  of  most  of  them  has  been  obtained.  There  are 
a  few,  however,  who  declined  to  the  very  last  to  give  me  the  de¬ 
tails  which  it  . has  been  my  purpose  to  incorporate  in  this  work. 
This  necessitates  leaving  blank  the  statement  of  some  facts  which 
I  have  tried  to  obtain. 

A  few  persons  named  herein  can  not  be  located  after  the 
most  diligent  search. 

I  am  aware  that  this  record  will  contain  some  inaccuracies. 
This  is  unavoidable  because  the  facts  have  come  to  me  in  private 
letters,  not  always  well  written,  and  generally  not  very  well 
classified.  I  have  in  many  instances  submitted  the  record  to 
members  of  families  for  correction. 

I  have  done  the  best  I  could  under  the  circumstances,  and 
offer  it  to  my  kinsman  as  it  is,  hoping  that  some  person  with  time 
and  means  will  use  it  as  the  basis  of  a  larger  and  more  perfect 
work. 

I  desire  to  thank  all  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  me.

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A  GENEALOGY 


The  following  is  a  genealogy  of  one  branch  of  the  family  of 
Caniel  Corley,  who  lived  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  in  the  State 
of  Virginia,  where  he  died  on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  June  A. 
D.  1807. 

His  last  Will  and  Testament  is  dated  the  19th  day  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1807,  and  was  filed  for  Probate  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  said 
Bedford  County  on  the  22nd  day  of  June,  1807. 

The  aforesaid  will  mentions  as  sons  and  daughters  of  the 
testator  the  following  persons,  to-wit:  Sallathiel  Corley,  William 
Corley,  Beverly  Corley,  Cheathem  Corley,  Pheba  Corley,  Lucy 
Corley,  and  Sallie  Finley. 

While  Sallie  Finley  is  not  expressly  named  as  a  daughter, 
the  writer  infers  from  the  nature  of  the  gifts  provided  in  said 
will  for  Sallie  Finley,  that  she  was  a  daughter. 

This  genealogy  will  be  confined  to  the  descendants  of 
Cheathem  Corley,  mentioned  in  said  will,  whose  full  name  was 
Jonathan  Cheathem  Corley. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  will  of  Caniel  Corley,  which 
is  duly  certified  as  such  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Bed¬ 
ford  County,  Virginia : 

IN  THE  NAME  OF  GOD  AMEN.  I  Caniel  Corley  of  the 
County  of  Bedford  and  State  of  Virginia  being  weak  in  body, 
but  of  perfect  sound  mind  and  memory,  do  make  and  ordain 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  in  manner  and  form  follow¬ 
ing,  to  wit,  1st,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Sallathiel  Cor¬ 
ley  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  to  be  paid  to  him  by  my  Executors 
hereinafter  named  within  twelve  months  after  my  decease  he 
having  heretofore  received  his  share  of  my  Estate.  2nd,  I  give 
and  bequeath  to  my  son  William  Corley  the  sum  of  One  Dol¬ 
lar,  to  be  paid  to  him  by  my  Executors  as  aforesaid,  within 
twelve  months  after  my  Decease,  he  having  heretofore  re¬ 
ceived  his  share  of  my  Estate.  3dly.  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  son  Beverly  Corley  One  Hundred  acres  of  land  to  be  laid 
off  for  him  off  the  lower  end  of  my  land  on  Pates  Road,  Be¬ 
ginning  at  a  post  oak  on  the  west  side  of  said  road.  4thly.  I 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Cheatham  Corley,  One  hundred 
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acres  of  land,  to  be  laid  off  for  him,  off  my  land  on  Bratcher’s 
Road,  and  to  include  the  plantation  whereon  he  now  lives. 
Sthly.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Pheba  Corley  the 
sum  of  ten  Pounds  to  be  paid  to  her  by  my  Executors  within 
twelve  months  after  my  Decease.  6th.  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  my  daughter  Lucy  Corley  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  to  be  paid 
to  her  by  my  Executors  within  twelve  months  after  my  De¬ 
cease.  7thly,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Polly  Finley  Daughter  of 
Sally  Finley  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds,  to  be  paid  to  her  by  my 
Executors,  when  she  arrives  to  lawful  Age  or  Marries.  8thly ; 
All  the  balance  of  my  estate  both  real  and  personal,  of  what¬ 
soever  kind  it  may  be  after  the  payment  of  all  my  just  debts 
and  funeral  expenses  I  give  to  Salley  Finley  and  her  six  chil¬ 
dren  namely  Allen,  Polly,  James,  Berry,  John  and  Jeremiah 
to  be  by  them  peaceably  enjoyed,  until  Jeremiah  the  the  young¬ 
est  arrives  to  the  age  of  Twenty  One  years  at  which  time  my 
will  and  desire  is,  that  all  my  Lands,  not  hereinbefore  disposed 
of,  be  equally  divided  between  the  said  Sally  Finley’s  five  sons, 
namely,  Allen,  James,  Berry,  John,  and  Jeremiah,  except  fifty 
acres,  which  I  give  to  the  said  Salley  Finley  including  the 
Houses  Be  Plantation  whereon  I  now  live,  during  her  life  (ex¬ 
cept  she  shou’d  marry),  and  at  her  Death,  the  aforesaid  fifty 
acres  to  be  equally  divided  between  her  aforesaid  five  sons,  and 
all  the  residue  of  my  Personal  Estate,  at  the  aforesaid  period, 
when  the  said  Sally  Finley's  youngest  son  Jeremiah,  shall  ar¬ 
rive  at  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  with  the  Increase  thereof, 
I  desire  may  be  equally  divided  amongst  the  said  Sally  Finley’s 
six  children,  namely  Allen,  Polly,  James,  Berry,  John  &  Jere¬ 
miah  except  a  sufficiency  to  afford  the  said  Sally  Finley  a  com¬ 
fortable  support,  which  I  give  to  her  during  her  life,  and  at 
her  death  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  her  six  children  as 
aforesaid.  But  in  the  event  of  the  said  Sally  Finley’s  marry¬ 
ing  the  Estate  herein  given  to  her  is  to  be  taken  out  of  her 
possession  and  divided  amongst  her  six  children  in  the  man¬ 
ner  hereinbefore  directed,  which  I  give  to  them  and  their  heirs 
forever.  9thly,  and  lastly  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint 
Robert  Hardy,  Allen  Corley  &  John  Pate  Executors  of  this 
my  Last  Will  and  Testament,  hereby  revoking  all  former  wills 
by  me  heretofore  made.  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto 
set  my  hand  &  Seal  this  19th  day  of  January  1807.

The  foregoing  copy  of  said  will  was  sent  to  the  compiler  of 
this  record  January  1,  1919,  but  was  later  returned  to  the  clerk 
for  certification.  The  writer  was  not  aware  of  the  foregoing 
will  unti  al  short  time  before  a  copy  of  it  was  procured,  neither 
was  he  aware  that  said  Caniel  Corley  was  the  father  of  Jonathan 
Cheatham  Corley  who  lived  and  died  in  Shelby  County,  Illinois, 
and  whose  personal  history  will  more  specifically  appear  hereafter 
in  this  sketch.  The  writer  has  not  been  able  as  yet  to  trace  the 
family  of  all  of  the  children  of  Caniel  Corley,  but  he  has  found 
that  Jonathan  Cheatham  Corley,  of  Shelby  County,  Illinois,  was 
born  in  Bedford  County,  Virginia,  and  that  he  had  one  or  more 
children  born  to  him  as  early  as  1805,  and  that  he  emigrated  west¬ 
ward  to  Kentucky  and  thence  into  Illinois.  The  writer  also 
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found  that  William  Corley,  named  in  said  will,  also  emigrated  to 
Kentucky,  and  often  visited  with  his  brother  Jonathan  Cheatham 
Corley  at  his  home  in  Cold  Spring  Township  in  Shelby  County, 
Illionis.  Reverend  Joseph  E.  Corley  told  the  compiler  that  he 
had  often  seen  said  William  Corley  visit  his  grandfather,  Jona¬ 
than  Cheatham,  and  the  compiler  has  often  heard  his  father, 
Henry  W.  W.  Corley,  a  son  of  Jonathan  Cheatham,  speak  of  his 
Uncle  William  Corley.  The  compiler  has  obtained  the  following 
evidence  as  to  Beverly  Corley,  mentioned  in  the  will  of  said 
Caniel  Corley;  that  is  to  say,  the  Reverend  Joseph  E.  Corley 
aforesaid,  when  he  was  at  the  age  of  seventy-two  years  stated 
to  the  compiler  that  while  he  had  never  seen  Beverly  Corley,  who 
was  a  brother  to  his  grandfather  Jonathan  Cheatham  Corley,  yet 
he  had  often  heard  the  name,  “Uncle  Beverly”,  mentioned  in  the 
Corley  family. 

Elizabeth  Stumpf,  a  granddaughter  of  Jonathan  Cheatham 
Corley,  when  at  seventy-five  years  of  age,  related  to  the  compiler 
the  fact  that  while  she  had  never  seen  Beverly  Corley,  she  had 
often  heard  her  father’s  family  speak  of  her  Uncle  Beverly. 

She  is  the  daughter  of  Bryant  Corley,  the  oldest  son  of  Jona¬ 
than  Cheatham  Corley,  and  he  was  born  in  Bedford  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  December  8,  1805,  before  his  father  emigrated  westward. 
The  compiler  further  states  that  Reverend  Joseph  Corley,  son  of 
Bryant  Corley  aforesaid,  when  almost  eighty  years  of  age,  in¬ 
formed  him  that  he,  too,  had  often  heard  his  father’s  family 
speak  of  Uncle  Beverly  Corley.  I  adduce  one  other  circumstance 
which  tends  to  show  that  Jonathan  Cheatham  Corley,  of  Shelby 
County,  Illinois,  is  the  same  person  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
Caniel  Corley,  as  “Cheatham  Corley” :  that  is,  the  fact  that  Jona¬ 
than  Cheatham  Corley  named  one  of  his  own  sons  Caniel  Corley, 
which  is  an  unusual  name,  and  the  fact  that  he  thus  named  this 
boy  indicated  that  he  was  perpetuating  the  family  name.  Also  a 
grandson  of  Caniel  Corley  named  in  his  will  is  “Berry”,  and 
Jonathan  Cheatham  Corley  named  one  of  his  sons  Berry. 

The  compiler  has  it  from  Amos  Corley,  the  son  of  William 
Corley  aforesaid,  who  resided  until  his  death  at  Patesville,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  that  his  father  William  and  said  Jonathan  Cheatham  Cor¬ 
ley  were  brothers,  and  that  his  father  lived  to  be  a  hundred  and 
one  years  old,  and  lived  in  Hancock  County,  Kentucky.  Ransom 
Corley,  a  son  of  William,  is  buried  in  the  family  cemetery  three 
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miles  north  of  Herrick,  Illinois,  where  Jonathan  Cheatham  Corley 
is  buried. 

Mrs.  S.  E.  Wagster,  of  Neshoba,  Tennessee,  has  written  the 
compiler  November  21,  1919,  that  her  father’s  name  was  Nath¬ 
aniel  Corley,  that  his  father’s  name  was  George  Corley,  and  that 
his  father’s  name  was  Beverly  Corley,  of  Bedford  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia;  that  her  mother,  Anna  Corley,  was  a  daughter  of  Robert 
Corley,  and  that  his  father  was  Sallathiel  Corley,  of  Bedford 
County,  Virginia.  Thus  in  her  person  is  united  the  two  families 
of  Beverly  Corley  and  Sallathiel  Corley  mentioned  in  the  afore¬ 
said  will.  Mrs.  Wagster  has  a  daughter  who  signs  her  name 
Mrs.  Henry  P.  Cole,  residing  at  Neshoba,  Tennessee. 

The  compiler  has  a  letter  from  Silas  Coleman,  of  Amhurst. 
Virginia,  of  November  24,  1919,  in  which  he  relates  to  me  that 
his  grandmother’s  maiden  name  was  Lucy  Corley,  and  that  he 
had  often  heard  his  father  relate  that  she  came  from  Bedford 
County,  Virginia,  and  that  she  was  a  daughter  of  Caniei  Corley, 
that  he  had  frequently  heard  his  father  state  that  his  grand¬ 
mother,  Lucy  Corley,  was  a  sister  of  Sallathiel,  Beverly,  Cheath¬ 
am,  William,  and  Pheba  Corley  and  Sallie  Finley.  He  also  states 
that  said  Lucy  Corley  married  a  Mr.  Clark,  and  that  her  daughter, 
Mildred,  married  Barry  Coleman,  and  he  begat  a  son,  Jessie 
Coleman,  who  was  the  father  of  Silas  Coleman,  of  Amhurst. 


JONATHAN  CHEATHAM  CORLEY 
Son  of  Caniel  Corley 

Jonathan  Cheatham  Corley  was  a  peculiar  man  in  that  he 
left  nothing  in  the  way  of  history  and  but  very  little  by  way 
of  tradition  about  himself  or  his  ancestors.  The  little  sketch 
hereinbefore  related  was  obtained  by  the  compiler  simply  as  the 
result  of  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  he  was  born  in  Bedford 
County,  Virginia,  and  all  the  above  facts  have  been  obtained  from 
a  search  based  upon  that  tradition.  It  has  not  been  definitely 
ascertained  when  he  was  born,  but  as  nearly  as  the  records  reveal 
the  fact,  he  was  probably  born  in  the  year  1783,  in  the  County 
of  Bedford,  and  State  of  Virginia.  He  married  Delilah  Bassam 
before  he  emigrated  from  Virginia,  and  one  or  more  children 
were  born  to  them  in  Virginia,  the  oldest  child  being  born  in  1805, 
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and  the  tradition  is  that  one  more  was  born  during  the  period  of 
their  emigration,  and  that  Eliza  Corley  was  thus  born  in  1809. 
These  facts  will  probably  fix  the  time  that  he  departed  from  Vir¬ 
ginia  with  reasonable  accuracy.  The  reader  will  notice  with  what 
frequency  the  names  Delilah  and  Jonathan  have  been  selected  by 
their  descendants  as  names  for  their  children.  He  moved  his 
family  into  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  after  a  residence  there 
for  a  time  he  again  moved  his  family  into  the  State  of  Illinois, 
and  a  history  of  Shelby  County,  Illinois,  written  probably  in  the 
lifetime  of  several  of  his  sons,  gives  the  following  account: 
“Jonathan  C.  Corley,  a  native  of  the  old  Dominion,  emigrated  to 
Kentucky  about  1808,  where  he  lived  until  1823  and  then  moved 
into  what  is  now  Shelby  County,  Illinois,  four  years  before  the 
town  of  Shelbyville  was  organized.  His  first  stop  was  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Cold  Spring,  where  he  remained  a  few  months, 
having  arrived  there  in  the  fall  of  1823.  In  the  following  Febru¬ 
ary  he  made  an  improvement  on  Robinson’s  Creek,  and  a  few 
years  thereafter  he  made  an  improvement  north  of  Shelbyville, 
where  he  resided  until  the  spring  of  1832,  when  he  returned  to 
Cold  Spring  Township,  and  improved  a  farm  on  the  Vandalia 
road,  where  he  lived  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Oct.  30, 
1861.”  This  home  is  three  miles  north  of  what  is  now  called 
Herrick,  Illinois.  When  this  last  home  was  settled,  the  Indians 
were  still  frequenting  Illinois,  and  the  compiler  has  it  authori¬ 
tatively  that  Mr.  Corley’s  home  and  yard  was  one  or  more  times 
filled  with  Indians  who  were  passing  through  the  country.  Mr. 
Corley  was  known  among  his  neighbors  by  the  name  of  Grandser. 
I  am  unable  to  explain  this  nickname  unless  it  be  a  contraction 
of  the  title  Grand  Sire.  Mr.  Corley  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade, 
but  of  course  necessarily  had  to  do  some  farming  to  maintain 
his  family. 

“He  was  also  for  many  years  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  per¬ 
formed  the  marriage  ceremony  for  many  of  the  young  people 
who  are  now  amoung  the  substantial  citizens  of  the  county. 
Many  of  the  descendants  of  this  old  pioneer  are  residents  of 
Shelby  County.  He  raised  a  family  of  thirteen  children,  and 
was  indeed  a  patriarch.” 

Mr.  Corley  lived  in  the  time  when  there  was  little  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  education,  and  while  he  was  as  stated,  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  which  shows  that  he  was  able  to  read  and  write  and  keep 
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records,  doubtless  this  was  done  in  somewhat  primitive  style. 
Yet,  this  renders  it  all  the  more  strange  that  he  left  no  fuller 
account  of  himself  and  his  father.  It  was  reputed  that  he  kept 
a  family  record,  but  after  his  second  marriage,  if  such  record 
ever  existed,  it  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  his  children  and  has 
not  been  recovered.  Mr.  Corley  was  the  first  blacksmith  in 
Shelby  County,  and  lived  the  latter  part  of  his  life  by  tending  his 
little  farm  alongside  the  Yandalia  road,  which  was  a  thorough¬ 
fare  from  Shelbyville  to  Yandalia  at  that  time;  Yandalia  being 
the  capital  of  the  state  during  a  part  of  that  time.  At  this  time 
there  was  no  public  school  system  in  Illinois,  and  the  only  chance 
to  learn  even  the  rudiments  of  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and 
grammar,  was  by  sending  the  children  to  a  school  taught  by  some 
man  who  was  paid  by  private  subscription  by  the  parents.  They 
were  called  subscription  schools.  From  an  examination  of  the 
records  of  Shelby  County,  Illinois,  I  find  that  Jonathan  Cheath¬ 
am  Corley,  on  May  4,  1830,  entered  the  following  lands,  to-wit : 
Lot  1  in  the  Northeast  Quarter  of  Section  6,  Township  11  North, 
Range  4  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian,  Shelby  County, 
Illinois,  and  in  March,  1833,  he  entered  the  West  Half  of  Section 
34,  Township  10  North,  Range  2  East  of  the  Third  Principal 
Meridian,  Shelby  County,  Illinois,  and  on  December  28,  1835,  he 
entered  the  Northeast  Quarter  of  Section  34,  Township  10 
North,  Range  2  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian  in  said 
county  and  state,  and  that  he  afterward  entered  several  other 
tracts.  The  probability  is  that  the  high  elevation,  the  traveled 
highway,  and  a  beautiful  spring  of  water  flowing  out  of  the  hill¬ 
side,  accessible  to  the  home,  and  the  timber  surrounding  the  home, 
were  reasons  for  selecting  that  particular  location.  Water  was 
difficult  to  procure  at  that  time,  except  from  springs,  while  the 
better  land  was  always  in  the  prairie,  yet  all  the  early  settlements 
were  made  in  the  timber  region,  partly  for  protection  from  storm 
in  the  winter,  but  more  especially  as  a  protection  from  the  flies 
in  the  summer  time.  Domestic  animals  could  hardly  exist  in  the 
prairie  at  that  time,  because  of  what  was  known  as  “greenhead 
flies”  that  would  literally  suck  the  blood  from  the  animals,  and 
they  became  thin  in  flesh,  but  if  they  could  range  in  the  timber, 
they  were  not  thus  afflicted.  Sometimes  fires  had  to  be  built  so 
the  animals  could  stand  in  the  smoke,  to  rid  themselves  of  the 
flies. 
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To  the  marriage  of  Jonathan  Cheatham  Corley  and  his  wife, 
Delilah,  were  born  the  following  sons  and  daughters,  all  of  whom 
lived  and  grew  up  to  maturity : 

Bryant  Corley,  born  in  Virginia,  December  8,  1805. 

Martha  Corley,  born  October  25,  1807. 

Eliza  Corley,  born  February  14,  1809. 

Luke  Corley,  born  about  1812. 

Tempe  Corley,  born  May  7,  1814. 

Berry  Corley,  born  July  28,  1816. 

Jonathan  William  Corley,  born  October  18,  1818. 

Henry  William  Washington  Corley,  born  December  23,  1820. 

Benjamin  William  Franklin  Corley,  born  December  23,  1820. 

(Twins). 

Nancy  Jane  Corley,  born  November  3,  1823. 

Caniel  Corley,  born  July  11,  1826. 

Andrew  Jackson  Corley,  born  January  9,  1829. 

Francis  Marion  Corley,  born  July  9,  1831. 

The  mother  of  these  children  died,  and  their  father  was 
remarried  to  Elizabeth  Davis,  March  30,  1848,  but  no  children 
were  born  to  them,  and  the  second  wife  survived  him.  Jonathan 
Cheatham  died  Oct.  30.  1861,  and  is  buried  beside  his  first  wife  in 
the  family  burying  ground  on  the  farm  where  he  lived.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  he  was  about  eighty  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
This  date  of  his  death  is  not  the  same  as  that  copied  in  the  fore¬ 
going  printed  account,  but  *t  is  copied  from  his  tombstone. 


THE  FAMILY  OF  BRYANT  CORLEY 
Son  of  Jonathan  Cheatham 

Bryant  Corley,  son  of  Jonathan  Cheatham,  was  married  to 
Elizabeth  Lee,  a  second  cousin  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee,  of  Vir¬ 
ginia.  The  date  cannot  be  fixed  by  a  public  record  as  there  were 
no  records  in  Shelby  County  until  1827.  He  died  January  3rd, 
1874.

Bryant  Corley,  Sr.,  during  his  married  life  and  until  his 
death  lived  on  his  farm  about  four  miles  west  of  Shelbyville. 
He  was  a  plain,  unassuming  man,  but  evidently  gave  considerable 
attention  to  his  family.  The  writer  had  not  the  pleasure  of  see¬ 
ing  him  but  once  or  twice,  on  one  occasion  he  made  him  a  short 
visit,  spending  one  night  with  him,  and  if  memory  serves  cor¬ 
rectly,  one  of  the  events  of  that  visit  was  that  he  conducted  fam¬ 
ily  prayer  with  his  family.  The  next  visit  was  when  he  was  sick 
unto  death,  and  there  was  no  opportunity  for  communication. 
His  body  is  buried  at  Washington  Graveyard,  about  five  miles 
northwest  of  Shelbyville.  He  was  first  buried  on  his  own  farm, 
and  the  body  was  removed  after  the  farm  was  sold. 

Nathaniel  Corley,  son  of  Bryant,  was  educated  in  the  com¬ 
mon  schools,  and  was  a  volunteer  soldier  in  the  army  of  the  Mexi¬ 
can  War,  and  by  reason  of  a  land  warrant  issued  to  him  by  the 
government  as  part  reward  for  said  service,  he  procured  the  home 
farm  of  160  acres  on  which  he  lived  and  died  in  the  northern 
part  of  Shelby  County,  Illinois.  He  married  Chloe  Casey,  March 
11th,  1847.  He  afterward  became  a  minister  and  attached  him¬ 
self  to  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Association,  and  his  field  of  preach¬ 
ing  covered  a  radius  of  thirty  miles  or  more  from  his  home. 
While  he  was  not  an  educated  minister  in  any  sense  of  the  word, 
yet  to  great  crowds  of  the  people,  his  preaching  was  highly  satis¬ 
factory.  To  his  marriage  with  Chloe  Casey  was  born  the  fol¬ 
lowing  children :

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his  father,  he  became  a  Baptist  minister  and  has  developed  into 
a  rather  fluent  speaker,  and  has  a  large  circle  of  admirers.  He 
was  ordained  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  the  elders,  his  father 
being  among  the  elders  participating  in  his  ordination.  He  now 
(1927)  resides  on  his  farm  and  has  served  as  pastor  of  the 
church  at  Oak  Grove,  Moultrie  County,  New  Hope,  Lakewood, 
Bethel  near  Sharpsburg,  Van  Burensburg,  Shilo,  Montgomery 
County,  Providence  Church  north  og  Tower  Hill,  Illinois,  and  sev¬ 
eral  other  points.  At  last  report  he  had  celebrated  three  hundred 
and  twenty-two  marriages  and  had  conducted  three  thousand 
funerals.  He  has  always  refused  to  marry  divorced  people  while 
both  parties  were  living,  and  never  made  any  charges  at  mar¬ 
riages  or  funerals.

Thomas  Wakefield  spent  the  winter  with  Washington’s 
troops  at  Valley  Forge. 

Andrew  Wakefield  and  his  children  are  direct  descendants  of 
Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Morton  Wakefield,  Elizabeth  being  the 
niece  of  John  Morton,  who  signed  the  Declaration  of  Independ¬ 
ence. 

To  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Wakefield,  Samuel  Wakefield  was 
born.  He  was  the  author  of  “Systematic  Theology,"  which  I  un¬ 
derstand  was  much  used  in  Methodist  circles. 

This  neighborhood  was  distinguished  as  a  religious  commu¬ 
nity,  of  which  the  Wakefields  became  the  leader.  Tradition  in 
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the  family  is  that  Martha  was  born  in  the  Blue  Mountains  of 
Virginia,  while  her  parents  were  moving  toward  Kentucky.

This  state  of  affairs  was 
discovered  by  accident  by  his  brother,  Henry  W.  W.  Corley,  who 
happened  to  visit  him  from  Illinois,  who  at  once  furnished  the 
necessary  money  to  redeem  this  land  so  it  could  be  restored  to  the 
original  owner.

'  THE  FAMILY  OF  HENRY  WILLIAM  WASHINGTON 

CORLEY 

Son  of  Jonathan  Cheatham 

The  tradition  of  the  family  is  that  he  was  born  in  Breckin¬ 
ridge  County,  Kentucky.  He  was  born  December  23,  1920,  and 
was  a  twin  brother  to  Benjamin  William  Franklin  Corley.  He 
was  brought  to  Illinois  by  his  father  in  1823.  The  various  homes 
which  his  father  had  are  shown  in  the  history  of  Jonathan 
Cheatham  Corley.  At  that  time  there  was  no  public  school  sys¬ 
tem  in  Illinois,  and  the  only  education  obtainable  for  children  was 
by  means  of  subscription  schools  by  such  persons  as  could  be 
procured  to  teach.  Grammar  was  a  study  that  was  seldom 
taught.  Exceedingly  few  people  could  teach  it.  After  having 
attended  subscription  schools  with  his  twin  brother  for  about 
seventeen  months,  these  seventeen  months  being  broken  up  into 
several  terms  prior  to  his  seventeenth  year,  they  found  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  study  English  grammar,  but  the  instructor  was  some 
miles  from  their  father’s  home,  which  made  it  necessary  for  them 
to  leave  home  during  the  school  term.  Their  father  objected  to 
their  going,  but  the  boys  were  so  eager  to  get  a  knowledge  of  this 
branch  of  the  English  language,  that  they  decided  to  go,  even 
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against  the  father’s  protest.  They  went.  As  a  result  of  their 
going,  they  were  not  afterward  allowed  to  make  their  home  at 
their  father’s  house,  so  they  began  life  for  themselves.  How¬ 
ever,  as  a  result  of  the  knowledge  gained  by  these  brothers  by  the 
study  of  English  grammar,  they  acquired  a  taste  for  knowledge, 
derived  from  books,  that  influenced  their  lives  to  the  end.  They 
always  derived  pleasure  from  books.  Each  of  them  acquired  a 
very  nice  private  library,  the  largest  and  best  in  the  township  in 
which  each  of  them  lived.  These  brothers  became  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  were  farmers,  and  each  became 
a  leader  in  the  community  where  he  lived.  They  were  fairly 
prosperous  financially,  and  always  retained  a  warm  affection  for 
each  other.  His  twin  brother  became  a  minister  in  his  church, 
but  Henry  W.  W.  kept  to  his  business  as  a  farmer  and  stock 
raiser,  and  lived  four  miles  south  of  Tower  Hill,  Illinois.  He 
never  permitted  himself  to  become  a  candidate  for  office,  or  to 
hold  any  office,  except  the  office  of  Justice  of  Peace  for  a  short 
period.  He  was  sensitive  about  errors,  and  when  he  found  he 
had  made  some  errors  as  Justice  of  the  Peace,  he  resigned  the 
office.  He  was  a  beautiful  penman,  always  taking  pride  in  his 
penmanship,  and  his  work  in  that  line  was  of  unusual  beauty  for 
a  farmer. 

Mr.  Corley  was  much  appreciated  by  his  neighbors,  and  his 
judgment  much  deferred  to,  although  his  life  was  very  simple  and 
unobtrusive.  He  was  always  industrious,  both  in  his  work  and 
in  his  'research  for  information,  and  made  many  sacrifices  for  the 
benefit  of  his  family,  and  always  sought  to  advance  the  interests 
of  his  children.  He  was  of  a  generous  nature,  and  strictly  honest 
in  his  motives.  The  compiler  was  in  his  confidence,  and  often 
assisted  in  making  his  business  settlements,  and  it  never  appeared 
that  he  desired,  in  any  settlement,  anything  to  which  he  was  not 
fully  entitled.  At  one  time  his  brother,  Jonathan  William,  lost 
his  farm  by  a  sale  by  the  sheriff,  and  the  time  for  redemption 
had  expired.  His  brother  lived  in  another  state,  and  the  facts 
were  discovered  by  accident.  He  borrowed  the  money,  and  re¬ 
deemed  his  brother’s  farm,  and  arranged  it  so  that  he  afterward 
recovered  his  title,  without  any  hope  of  profit.  He  died  March 
20,  1890,  at  his  home,  and  is  buried  with  his  wives  in  the  Corley 
cemetery,  three  miles  north  of  Herrick,  Illinois. 
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Mr.  Corley  was  three  times  married.  He  married  Martha 
Ann  Hall,  August  28,  1844,  and  she  died  April  23,  1848.  He 
was  afterward  married  to  Cynthia  Ann  Powell,  November  23. 
1848,  and  she  died  November  11,  1865.  She  was  born  January 
28,  1825.  After  the  death  of  Cynthia  Ann,  he  married  Mary 
Ann  Myers  (nee  Pugh),  June  28,  1866,  and  she  died  January  14, 
1891.

Howard  Corley,  son  of  DeWitt  C.,  graduated  from  the  De¬ 
catur  High  School,  and  also  graduated  from  the  School  of  Engi¬ 
neering  as  a  civil  engineer,  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  in  1913, 
and  since  that  time  he  has  been  employed  on  a  salary  in  various 
lines  of  engineering  work,  and  is  still  so  employed.  He  is  unmar¬ 
ried  in  1927.  He  enlisted  in  the  Army  of  the  U.  S.  during  the 
war  with  Germany,  and  went  overseas  with  the  American  Expe¬ 
ditionary  Forces.

At  the  time  of  the  birth  of  this  child,  the  father’s  employment 
necessarily  called  him  away  from  home,  and  Phyllis  was  born  at 
Hutchinson,  Kansas,  in  the  hospital,  where  her  aunt,  a  profes¬ 
sional  nurse,  could  be  in  charge  of  the  mother. 

Warren  Corley,  son  of  DeWitt  Corley,  graduated  from  high 
school,  Decatur,  Illinois,  in  1917,  and  immediately  entered  the 
University  of  Illinois.  The  U.  S.  had  entered  the  German  war. 
The  college  became  practically  a  recruiting  station,  and  Warren 
became  enthusiastic,  and  secretly  promised  the  authorities  to 
enlist.  His  father  already  having  one  son  that  had  enlisted,  a 
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second  older  that  was  eligible  to  enlist,  and  who  did  enlist,  felt 
that  this  boy,  only  17  years  old,  should  continue  in  college.  But 
he  was  determined,  and  his  parents  yielded.  He  was  rejected 
by  the  U.  S.  authorities,  but  at  once  applied  to  the  recruiting  of¬ 
ficer  of  the  Canadian  Army,  who  was  in  St.  Louis  at  the  time.

THE  FAMILY  OF  BENJAMIN  WILLIAM  FRANKLIN 

CORLEY 

Son  of  Jonathan  Cheatham  * 

He  was  known  by  a  great  many  people  where  he  lived,  at 
Tower  Hill,  Illinois,  simply  as  ‘‘Uncle  Frank”.  He  was  a  twin 
brother  of  Henry  William  Washington  Corley,  whose  family  was 
last  above  described.  They  were  close  companions  from  their 
boyhood  days.  Many  people  could  not  distinguish  one  from  the 
other  at  any  time  during  their  lives.  One  was  often  mistaken  for 
the  other,  even  at  60  years  of  age.  Their  education  was  practi¬ 
cally  the  same,  as  boys.  He  was  a  farmer,  that  is,  he  made  his 
living  by  farming,  and  acquired  a  competence,  leaving  some  estate 
to  his  children.  He  was  a  studious  man,  acquired  a  fairly  good 
private  library,  enjoyed  discussion,  espeically  of  religious  topics, 
and  became  what  was  known  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
at  that  time  as  a  Local  Preacher.  He  engaged  in  several  con¬ 
troversial  discussions  on  the  doctrinal  questions  of  the  church. 
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He  met  in  public  discussion  a  Mr.  Manford,  of  St.  Louis,  who 
was  an  exponent  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Universalist  Church. 
He  had  other  discussions,  especially  on  the  subject  of  infant  bap¬ 
tism.  After  middle  life  he  took  some  part  in  local  politics.  He 
was  several  times  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from 
his  township,  and  during  the  Granger  movement,  was  a  candidate 
for  the  Legislature  from  his  Senatorial  District,  but  was  not 
elected.  His  best  work,  however,  as  the  writer  sees  it,  was  his 
willingness  to  preach  the  gospel  in  pulpits  that  were  not  other¬ 
wise  occupied,  anywhere  within  a  range  of  ten  miles  of  his  home. 
There  he  was  welcomed,  and  his  work  appreciated.  While  he 
had  not  the  advantage  of  college  training,  either  in  letters  or  in 
theology,  his  work  was  helpful  to  the  cause  of  the  church.  It 
was  his  custom  to  ride  to  these  appointments  on  horseback,  fur¬ 
nishing  his  own  beast,  and  this  service  was  rendered  by  him  with¬ 
out  any  hope  or  thought  of  financial  reward.  He  did  it  for  the 
mere  love  of  preaching  to  his  fellow  men.  In  the  latter  part  of 
his  life,  he  transferred  his  membership  from  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  to  the  Free  Methodist  Church  because,  as  the  writer 
understands,  the  minister  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
charge  was  in  some  way  opposed  to  his  work  as  a  local  preacher. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Free  Methodist  Church  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  married  Lois  Wakefield,  April  10,  1842,  and 
they  lived  together  as  husband  and  wife  until  1891,  when  Lois 
Corley  died,  July  10,  and  the  body  was  removed  to  the  church 
for  funeral  service,  her  husband  attending  as  a  mourner,  on  July 
12,  1891.  While  the  service  was  being  conducted,  Mr.  Corley 
leaned  his  head  over  on  the  shoulder  of  his  son  Joseph,  and  ex¬ 
pired.  The  further  service  was  adjourned,  and  a  joint  service 
for  both  of  them  was  afterward  conducted.  To  this  marriage 
were  born  the  following  children :

Joseph  E.  Corley,  son  of  Benjamin  W.  F.,  attended  the  com¬ 
mon  schools,  graduated  from  the  college  of  M.t  Pleasant,  Iowa, 
and  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He 
completed  his  theological  course  at  Boston  Theological  Institute. 
He  spent  most  of  his  life  preaching  in  one  of  the  Iowa  Confer¬ 
ences,  but  retired  from  that  conference  when  he  was  about  70 
years  of  age.  He  had  sons  living  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut, 
and  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  served  some  congregations  in  the 
east  after  he  retired  from  the  regular  ministry.  The  last  known 
to  the  compiler,  was  his  pastorate  at  Chestertown,  New  York. 
He  was  then  72  years  of  age.  He  was  a  conscientious  and  effec¬ 
tive  preacher,  and  served  one  or  more  terms  as  a  presiding  elder 
in  the  Iowa  Conference.  After  middle  life  he  made  a  trip  around 
the  earth,  traveling  westward,  taking  with  him  two  of  his  sons 
who  had  been  employed  as  teachers  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 
Mr.  Corley  had  but  little  ambition  to  acquire  wealth.  The  com¬ 
piler  has  repeatedly  had  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  him  and  his 
wife  in  his  home,  and  always  found  them  most  gracious  and  en¬ 
tertaining  guests.  He  married  Miss  Ida  C.  Ferris,  an  accom¬ 
plished  and  educated  woman,  who  survived  him.  He  died  Feb¬ 
ruary  6,  1920,  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  at  the  home  of  his  son 
Ames. 

His  widow  survived  him  and  lived  until  the  9th  day  of  Au  ¬ 
gust,  1925.
